RUNNING INTO TROUBLE 
By Dr. Claude Hiles 


Neuromas, benign tumors of 
nerves caused by an abnormal 
growth of nerve cells in response 
to an irritation, are not uncommon 
among runners. Unlike. the non- 
athlete, serious runners will 
develop neuromas traumatically 
rather than gradually over a period 
of time. One of the major causes 
of forefoot neuromas in runners is 
running on uneven surfaces for a 
fairly long period of time on a con- 
tinuous basis. For example, con- 
sider the runner who runs on a 
banked surface five miles a day 
for a week. He will be putting terri- 
ble excess stress on the top of the 
foot because he is creating an ar- 
tificial over-pronation in one foot. 
Running on the inside of the road 
can put extra pressure on the foot 
closest to the curb and increase 
its risk of injury. 

Preventive care can reduce run- 
ning injuries. Consider what type 
of running you do - speed, style, or 
mileage - and then buy the shoes 
that best suit your needs.

Under this set of circumstances, should the 
portial payment constitute payment in full of 
the bill? The Court in this case decided that the 
bil should be considered paid in full. The 
Court noted that where there isa bona fide 
dispute.as to an amount due, it makes no-dif- 
ference if the creditor states that he does not 
accept the amount offered in full satisfaction. 
The creditor in this siutation must either ac- 
cept what is offered as payment in full or he 
must refuse the check 


In light of this recent decision, several 
things should be considered by the debtor if he 
wishes to offer partial payment in a given 
case. First of all, there must a ligitimate 
dispute between the parties regarding the 
amount owed. Secondly, it would probably be 
best for the debtor to send a letter with his 
check explainin: t he feels there is a 
dispute and autlining the nature of the 
dispute. It should be further noted in the letter 
that he is offering the enclosed check as pay- 
ment in full for services rendered. Finally, it 
should be noted on the back of the check that 
negotiation of +he check constitutes payment 
in full for any and dil claims.

High technology usually is 
touted as a way of attracting 
industries, economic growth and 
jobs to an area, but there are 
many other meaningful benefits 
as well.

Such projected and rinted 
computer pictures provide pre- 
cise information on an injury or 
illness and also monitor the effec- 
tiveness of treatment. Because it 
is a giant ctep closer to the 
perennial goal of quick and accu- 
rate diagnosis, MRI use is cov- 
ered by Medicare, Medicaid and 
most insurers.

Parent leave law opposed 


To the editor: 


Is parental leave a negotiable fringe 
benefit or a right that all employees‘ 
should receive as part of their compen- 
sation? 

If certain members of the Illinois leg- 
islature have their way, all of the

The legislation in question is manda- 
tory parental leave. Introduced in the 
General Assembly, the bill requires 
most companies that employ at least 15 
individuals to provide 18 weeks of 
unpaid sick leave to workers with new 
babies, newly-adopted children, or fam- 
i mbers who have serious health 
conditions.

Dear Mr. Meltzer: I am a real estate broker 
involved-in a-situation that I’ve never experienced. 





When-I listed a certain property for sale, I asked 
the seller about the condition of the heater and 
whether the basement had any leaks or had ever 


flooded. 


I was adsured by the seller that everything was 
in perfect condition — that the heater was fine’ 
and the basement was as dry as a bone. I, in turn, 
gave this information to the buyer. After the clos— 
ing, the buyer found that the heater had to be 
replaced and the basement periodically flooded. 

Now I'm being sued for $6,000. I relied on the 
seller and the information I gave out was wrong. 
Am T responsible? 

Answer: Until recent years, a broker could list: 
the property and rely on what the seller told him. 
But there is a new trend in most states now. 

It goes something like this: A real estate broker 
is a licensed professional and therefore has pro- 
found knowledge of his profession. 

If he says, ‘“The heater is in excellent condition” 
and: it is not, then the broker is liable for misrep- 
resentation and he can be sued.

A, More commonly known 4s 
“bait and switch,” this is one of 
the most blatant examples of 
fraud in advertising and sales. 

In a ‘‘bait and switch’’ 
scheme, an “item is advertised at 
a very low price as “bait” for 
the consumer. The papece of 
the “bait”? is to lure consum- 
er into the store.

tised merchandise to something 
else,-usually more 





This deceptive type of adver- 
tising consists of an attractive 
but insincere offer to sell a prod- 
uct or service which the seller, 
in truth, does not intend or 
desire to sell.
